Senator Gilbert M. Hitchcock of Nebraska, who led the fight iii 
the Senate for the League of Nations, said yesterday: 
“In his Des Moines speech Senator Harding made a statement 
that I want to give particular attention to. 
He said that the League 
was already scrapped, because the Administration Had insisted on 
the ratification of the Treaty without the dotting of an T or the 
crossing of a ‘t.’ 
This favorite and oft-repeated misrepresentation 
of history has been again and again corrected by Governor Cox in 
his speeches. 
Instead of insisting upon the ratification without the 
dotting of an ‘i’ or the crossing of a ‘t,’ the Democratic Senators 
with the full approval of th c o r e sid e n t voted for five reservations 
which I had the honor to present to Hie Senate. 
“One of these provided that Article X. should he so constructed 
that the military of the United States could only be used under 
the direct authority of Congress, and that Congress should be free 
to accept or reject the advice of the League as to the enforcement 
of this article. 
“Another disqualified all British Dominions from voting in any 
case iii which the United States had a dispute which might he re­ 
ferred to the Assembly. 
Another specifically reserved the Monroe 
Doctrine. 
Another specifically withheld domestic questions of all 
character from consideration by the League, and another provided 
that we could withdraw from the League at any time upon gi\iug 
two years’ notice for any cause which we deemed sufficient.
